W ashington, April 8.—The house 
yesterday passed the Chinese exclu­ 
sion bill after Incorporating In it sev­ 
eral am endm ents which increased the 
drastic character of the m easure. The 
principal one not only excludes Cbi- 
n« se by birth and descent, but all 
Chinese of mixed blood. 
The chief 
struggle wa® over an am endm ent to 
prohibit the employment of Chinese 
j sailors on American ships. An am end­ 
m ent covering this proposition was at 
first ruled out on a point of order, but 
subsequently was modified to evade 
the ruling and was adopted, IOO to 74. 
As passed the bill practically re­ 
enacts all the existing exclusion laws 
and Incorporates with them the ex- . 
isling treaty regulations. 
It extends 
these exclusion laws to the Philippines 
and 
the other 
possessions of 
the 
United States, and forbids Chinese 
laborers in our colonial possessions 
coming into this country. The P hilip 
pine commission, by the term s of the 
bin, is directed to adopt proper meas 
urea for the enforcem ent of the pro­ 
visions of the bill in the Philippines. 
The conference report on the war rev­ 
enue tax repeal bill was adopted and 
the bill te n t to the W hite House. 
Late in the afternoon Mr. Fowler of 
New Jersey moved to pass under sus­ 
pension of the rules the senate bill to 
extend the charters of national banks 
for 20 years 
The lw%iocrats were ta 
ken completely by surprise. As it was 
after the usual bour for adjournm ent 
the attendance was slim. 
The Demo­ 
crats attem pted to filibuster, but a call 
of the houae finally secured a quorum 
and the bill was passed.

The 
entire city of Vallen ia is surrounded 
with barracks and f stored with five 
year’s provisions for several thou­ 
sand soldiers. 
To the north of M alta and dimly 
visible lie the island of Sicily. 
And 
on our journey to P o rt Said we had a 
glimpse of the liberty loving island of 
Crete. 
Y esterday at sunset we were 
passing the city of A lexandria and 
the delta of the Nile and by IO o ’clock 
had arrived at P o rt Said but were not 
allowed to enter the h arb o r until to ­ 
day. 
We shall not land here and our 
next stop will be Colombo, Ceylon.
